In  1894  severe  droughty  conditions  were  confined  to  the  Central  Valleys  and  the  Northwest,  while  in  1901 
the  Central  Valleys,  especially  the  western  Corn  Belt,  suffered  most.  In  1911  the  greatest  deficiencies 
ii^precipi  tat  ion  occurred  rather  early  in  the  season,  while  in  1916  and  1924  droughts  covered  compare- 
tively  small  areas.
